That our commerce has been impeded by restrictions 
‘is ungestionable; not by the shackles alluded to, but by 
those of foreign nations imposed upon it for their own 
benefit; and which afford us strong additional motives to 
pursue the same course. 


Let,us apply the reasoning of the committee to the 
most important articles of agricultural production, (ex- 
cluding cotton, rice and tobacco). In 1796, ourexport of 
these articles amounted to thirty three millions of dollars, 
and in 1825 but to twenty-four millions of dollars. Dur- 
ing that period the states producing these articles have 
nearly trebled in population, and ought on the princi- 
ples of the committee now, to export nearly ninety-nine 
millions of dollars, yet we find the exportation of the last 
yeriod actually nine millions of dollars less than at the 
farmer, on account of foreign exclusion; and yet we are 
to go on suffering this restriction on our industry without 
aitempting to relieve ourselves from the burden, 


We agree with the committee that a protecting duty 
must eventually, if effectually applied, be prohibitory; 
and that a duty which is so re Ma as to leave the home 
manufacturer in conflict with the foreign, is in contradic- 
tion to all the opposing principles of political economy; 
because it impedes the home competition, which under 
other circumstances would reduce the price of the article 
to the minimum price of production. But that the neces- 
sary effect of the exclusion of the foreign article by the do- 
mestic production of it, is the diminution of foreign com- 
merce toa greater extent than the amount of the home 
production, we must be permitted to deny: On the con- 
trary we believe that the successful introduction of every 
object of domestic industry increases the aggregate amount 
of its surplus: that such surplus is always employed in 
foreign commerce, and that such commerce is alone sus- 
tained and extended by it. 


The committee may pause,to contemplate the speeta- 
cle, ofan officer presiding over the finances of a nation, re- 
commending a scheme which w ill, by substituting articles 
of domestic production tor foreign manufactures, diminish 
the revenue arising froin the excluded articles four mil- 
lion dollars; but they need not regret the ambigious lan- 
guage in which his reasons are expressed; for they com- 
prehend them with sufficient accuracy, when they sup- 
pose him to meun, “that the exclusion of the foreign 
articles in question, will be amply compensated by the in- 
creased importation of other foreign merchandise, whieh 
the augmented wealth of the people will enable them to 
purchase and consume.”? The most extraordinary cir- 
cumstance in this discussion is, that the committee should 
believe that there is any novelty inthis; for it is the only 
prineiple on which prohibitory and protecting duties has, 
or ean be defended: it is the principle which has surround- 
ed every commercial state with laws for the protection of 
‘its home market; and a principle, (if we may judge from

| to the full amount of the duty, enter into a variety of 


calculations similar to those of the “Boston Report,” 
(but rejecting the absurd assertion of the authors of that 
report, that this augmentation operates as a tax on house- 


| hold manufacteres, equally with all others;) from which 
\ they infer, that a tax of eleven million seven hundred 
}and sixty thousand dollars, will, by the proposed plan, 


be paid by the consumers of woollen goods to those 
who make them. 

Now, admitting that such tax be paid, it is evident, timt 
it cannot be for the sole benefit of the manufacturer. It 
is an admitted fact that our manufacturers consume of 
our native wool to the amount of about twelve million 
dollars annually; and that they have created such a de- 
mand for that article that its price is now actnally fifty 


‘to seventy-five per cent above the price of British wool; 


this amounts to from four to six million dollars, and places 
that portion of the supposed tax in the pockets of the 
farmer instead of the manufacturer; for it will not 
be contended that if the home manufacture be relinquish- 
ed, the price of wool will be sustained. In such an event, 
he must look abroad for a market; that market can enly 
be found in England, and he must sell itas much lower 
than British wool as the cost of transport to that country, 

We are surprised that the committee did not perceive 
the incompatibility of these two assertions, that the pro- 
tecting duty will increase the cost of the article to the 
consumer to its full amount; and that it will dima inish the 
revenue by excluding the foreign article; for if it mereases 
the price of the article tothe amount of the duty, it of- 
fers no impediments to the importation of it: the profit of 
the importer will be the same as though such duty had 
never been imposed. 

The committee then, assuming that cotton goods have 
also increased in price to an amount equal to the duty— 
add this amount to the former, and assert that the actual 
tax on the consumer of woollen and cotten goods for the 
sole benefit of the manufacturer, is twenty-two million 
dollars; and this when these goods are much lower in 
price than they were before the duties were laid, and 
when it is demonstrable, (as it regards the major part of 
the cotton goods), that were an amount equal to the 
duty deducted from the price at which they are now 
sold, the remuinder would be a less sum than the cost of 
the raw cotton, of which they are composed. 

But when the committee state, that the persons em- 
ployed in the production of grain and wool, and the in- 
dividuals who are employed in manutactures, and who 
(they say) are tobe alone benefitted by the protecting 
duties, constitute a minority of the people in every state, 
and a very small minority in the union at large; we feel 
greatly surprised, as we confidently believe that this 
description of persons embrace three-fourths of the pop- 
ulation of our largest states, and a very great majority 
of the inhabitants of the United States. 

iiow far, in the practical operations of our government, 
capital influences legislation, it does not seem necessary 
to inquire; because the s:tuationof the people of the Unit- 
ed States is happily so different from that alluded to by 
the committee, that no comparison between them can be 
made. Ifin other countries, coalitions between capital- 
istsare raade to oppress the poor class of inhabitants whro

agriculturalist, the manufacturer, and the mechanic, whose 
prosperity is derived each from the other, to combine and 
effectually inercase the value of their joint industry, w ith- 
out the participation of the laborers in the benefit, or 
without adding greatly to the prosperity of the whole 
country; and so far from its being the interests of the 

reat body of the people that the productions of our soil 
should be diminished in value, an increase in their price 
would be highly advantageous to three fourths, of the 
people. We, therefore, see nothing paradoxica: in the 
assertion of the secretary of the treasury, that the conse- 
quences of providing for a supply of the articles alluded 
to, from our home industry, will enable the nation to im- 
art other merchandise to a greater amount, and that an 
Libiasad deraand, and consequent augmentation of the 
prices of agricultural productions, will increase the capa- 
gity of the people to purchase luxuries. On the contrary, 
both assertions are in strict accordance with reason and 
experience; history discovers to us the truth of the first, 
for in every nation of Europe, the ability to import is in- 
creased in proportion to its advancement in manufactures, 
amd our own experience affords ample proof of the fast; 
tor at what period was our country more flourishing

We shall not follow the committee in their endeavors 
to prove that the expectation of a foreign demand for our 
manufactures is illusory; because every inquirer will find 
that this demand is annually and rapidly increasing. Nor 
shall we attempt to refute the singular assertion, that 
South America receives our manufactures because we 
take in return raw hides and skins, which are the offals of 
trade, and which would be of scarcely any value but for . 
our demand for them. ‘These offals of trade are articles 
of the first necessity and of universal consumption, and 
more csseutially fecessary to the convenience of man 
than cotton itself, 


Having, as we believe, proved that the principles fro™ 
which the committee have drawn their deductions, are 


; unsound; that the introduction of domestic manufactures 


by increasing the wealth, increases the ability of the nation 
to purchase forcign productions; and consequently in- 
creases our foreign trade: and that it is the true policy of 
the country to augment the price of all those agricultural 
productions which are the food of man; and not to depress 
it in accordance with the policy of the committee: it must 
follow, that our revenue, instead of being diminished by 
the introduction of manufactures, must always be inereas- 
ed by their suecessful prosecution, and that therefore no

We shall not follow the committee in their statements, | 
showing the loss of revenue which will ensue from the 
substitution of domestic manufactures for the foreign pro- 
duction, because these statements are founded upon the 
opinion, that such substitution will not enable us to ex-) 
tend our importation of other articles. If this opinion be 
correct, so are its deductions; but as we think we have 
shown that the consequences of introducing new objects 
of industry ,is the increased ability of the nation to augment | 
its imports, we shall make no further observations on the | 
subject, except to inquire whether the introduction of | 
the manufacture of sugar has diminished the revenue to 
the amount of the duty which would have accrued from 
jts importation? or whether the wealth acquired by the 

roducers of it, does not enable them to consume of other 
foreign articles an amount which yields to the revenue 
ten times the duty which such sugar, if imported trom 
abroad, would have yielded. 

The committee next endeavor to prove that the in- 
erease of our manntfactures of cotton and wool to an 
amount equal to our own consumption, will very little | 
increase the consumption of the raw materials or of the 
productions of the food of man. But England by the in- 
crease of manufactures has reared a body of consumers 
so great that the agriculturalists of that country, find at 
home a market for all their productions: for, numerous | 
#s are the cultivators of the earth, they compose but one | 
sixth of the population, and this 1s the true source of their 
prosperity, and of the perfection to which their agricul- 
ture has been brouglit. 

There is one objection brought by the committee to 
the introduction of domestic manufactures so contrary to 
every principle of polinical economy, that we shall make 
afew observations upon it. This is that it will very little 
promote the consumption of grain, because by the aid of 
machinery a smgle individual engaged in the woollen ma- 
nufacture, can produce articles to the value of seven hun- 
dred and fifty dollars annually, and in the cotton manu- 
Jacture much more. 

Wealth is ‘substance; and it is generally estimated that 
the mnual production of labor in the United States is less 
than ohe hundred dollars to each individual. It is this 
production that creates the capital and constitutes the 
riches of a country. The ¢ommittee say our manufac- 
tures ot wool and cotton, will not (if the contemplated 
protection is gvauted) exceed forty-two million dollars, 
aad this will employ but fifty thousand persons.

to frofect the great and suffering interests involved in the 
manufacture of them. It is, probable, however, that the 
intelligent commiuttce in the senate, has rather preposed 
such amendments in respect to those articles as they 
hoped might be secepted, than such as they wauld have 
offered uader other cireumstanees. And of this we are 
convinced, that the billas now before the senate, will rens 
der considerable bencit to the people of the U. States, 
without corresponding evils even to those who Suppose 
themselves must Lkely to be affeeted by regulations of 
trade for the support of domestic industry—such as are 
extended to the labov and skill of Great Britain, France, 
and all other enlightened European nations, m respect 
to every staple production. It is not for us to pretend to 
more wisdom, on subjcets of political economy, than 
all the rest of the world, the Boston report and Mr, 
MecDuiie’s essay, called a report of the comimuittee of 
wavs and means, to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Speaking of the Boston report, we shall take the op- 
portunity to introdnee an article on it from the ‘‘Liver-.

when a bill for increasing the dutieS on importations 
from Great Britain, is now before the American legisla- 
ture; and it is reasonable to suppose that the senators of 
the United States will pay no little attention to the sound 
principles of trade and commerce which are developed in 
the Boston report. We cannot believe that our trans- 
Atlantic brethren will, in the nineteenth century, resort 
to the prohibitory system. A short time will, however, | 
manifest the feeling of the legislature on this highly im- 
portant commercial subject.” 

No doubt, the topics which it ‘‘discusses are extremely 
interesting” to the readers of the ‘Liverpool Albion” and 
the British public generally; but, were we not so much 
used to it, we should be surprised at the impudence with 
which we are charged with hosing a desire to ‘‘resort to 
the prohibitory system.” We only seek: protection, to 
induvé reciprocity. It is a notorious fact, and known to 
none better than the ‘*Liverpool Albion,’’ that what might 
be, and would be, a chief value of our exports to Great 
Britain, under a liberal system of intercourse, is virtually, 
if not absolutely, prohibited an entry at the port of Li- 
verpool, and elsewhere in the British dominions in Eu- 
rope, by British prohibitory laws. The produce of our 
fields, our forests, and our fisheries, with which we might, 
advantageously to ourselves, supply Great Britain, would 
she receive it, (and now excluded), would possibly 
equal the value obtained for the cotton and a few other 
raw materials which she condescends to accept in ex- 
change for the products of her work-shops and mauufac- 
tories. The British system isa system of prohibition, 
but in those cases wherein the soil and climate, labor 
skill and capital of Great Britain, places her out of com- 
petition from any other nation, We believe that to this 
rule there is no exception, unless as to the supply of mu- 
terials forthe operating classes. Under such circum- 
stances, it is *‘passing strange” indeed, that a policy 
should be recommended for us, which our kind advisers 
would pronounce us insane if asking it of them in our be- 
half. Such is thecifference between ‘‘mine and thine”’—- 
and no where is that difference better understood than in 
Great Britain. ‘Liberal principles in trade” are manu- 
factured in that country ‘‘for exportation,” like glass 

beads to adorn the necks of negro queens in Africa, to 
obtain which human blood has been given and received in 
barter; and if we are silly enough to accept those British 
manufuctures in exchange for the independence and glo- 
ry, the wealth and power, comfort and prosperity of our- 
selves, What claim will remain to us tor a higher rank 
among the sovereign nations of the earth, than allen to 
the sable subjects of his Ashantee majesty? We feel our- 
selves upon a perfect equality with the people ot Great 
Britan—we acknowledge no earthly supremacy; we de-

| Srorms, A violent storm, accompanied by rain and 
j hail, was experienced in Washington on Saturday even- 
(ing iast, which prostrated several chimnies and walls, 
‘and filled many cellars in the city with water. At 
the commencement of the storm, the stages from Balti- 
more arrived within the city; the horses becoming alarm- 
ed ran off and dashed the stages to peices; but the pase 
sengers escaped with the occurrence of a single accident, 
caused by the passing of a wheel over the foot of a lady. 
One of the carriages came in contact with a tree on the 
avenue with such force, as to overturn it, thoagh it 
was large and firmly rooted, and kill one of the wheel 
horses on the spot. 

On the sama day a hail storm passed over Norfolk, 
Va. which though severe, did no great damage. But 
Currituck Co. N.C. as appears from the following ex- 
tract ofa letter, has suffered in an unusual degree. 

“On Saturday evening last, we were visited by one of 
the most awful hail storms I ever witnessed. The yard of 
Mr. Land was almost covered with hail stones of the size 
mentioned below. So far as we have yet ascertained, it 
extended to an area of 8 or 10 miles—some cattle, hogs 
and poultry bave been killed. ‘These stones fell with 
such violence, as to penetrate the roots of many houses in 
the neighborhood, and I have myself seen pieces of clap- 
boards, more than half an inch thick, split by them. The 
following were the weights and measures of several of 
the stones, taken with as much accuracy as possible, at 
least fifteen minutes after they fell.

The Russian empire in Europe, is said to equal in ex- ' 
fentall the rest of Europe; it does not, however, appear! 
to be very accurately known or defined. It is compos- | 
cd of upwards of fifty different nations; and these occupy 
@ territory of about two millions of square miles, and | 
compose a population of probably, 45,000,000. In Asia, | 
Russia is supposed to have a territory of 8,000,000 of | 
equare miles, and a population of ten or fifteen millions; 
total population, probably 60,000,000. She has an army 
of about 600,000 men, about 200,000 of which she can 
take into the field, and a navy of about 400 sail. 


The Ottoman empire in Europe, consists of about 
270,000 square miles, with 10,000,000 ofinhabitants. In 
Asia, perhaps 1,000,000 square miles and 15,000,000 of 
inhabitants, making an aggregate population of 25,000,000, 
She hasa nominal army of 400,000 men, and can take 
into the field, probably 150,000, and a fieet of 150 sail. 

Persia, now at war with Russia, has a territory of 
800,000 square miles, a population of 24,000,000, an 
army of 250, 000 men, but no navy. 

Austria covers an extent of 220,000 square miles, 
Kas a population of 50,000,000, an army of 700,000, and 
awavy of 30 sail. 

France has in Europe, a territory of about 150,000 
square miles, a population of 30,000,000, an army of
